September 28-after niidni<^t Gnadenhutten ... .woman reported she could not sleep , was 
restless and discomfited, finally while tryinf^ to ro to sleep she became aware of 
a hlRh pitched whining noise similar tr noises heard on TV for UFO movies..particularly 
the 'Invaders' , humrainR like it had settled to the ground.
